FISHER OPPOSES PLAN 


Hearing on Chamberlain Military 
Com- 


pulsion Bill Featured By Oppo- 


aitlon of Former Secretary 


of Interior.

Washington, Dec. IS.—Hearings on 


the Chamberlain compulsory military 
training bill were begun today by a 
sub-committee of the senate military 
committee. Walter L. Fisher of Chi- 
cago, former secretary of the inter- 
ior, who stood first on the committee 
list of witnesses, was opposed to the 
measure on the ground that the sys- 
tem would Impose an 
unnecessary 


burden, and would not furnish civic 
training. 
He recommended 
instead 


that the army be organized to give 
greater individual benefit to soldiers. 


Major General Scott, chief of staff 
of the army, detailed to the committee 
why the general staff considered the 
volunteer system wholly broken down, 
inefficient and useless, and urged thai 
it be discarded for a universal system 
of liability to training and service. 


Need Army of 1,50O,OOO. 


General Scott, disclosing much of 
the army war ccrllege material hitiiei- 
to regarded as confidential, shows that 
the army general staff now believes 
that instead of IvOO.OOO available men 
whicL it considered sufficient as a 
start to defend the country against in- 
vasion, the country should have l.oOO,- 
000 fully trained men at the beginning 
of a Wr, with a like number ready to 
follow in ninety days. The change is 
made on the development of the Brlt- 
'sh army, the 
organization of grcai. 
Canadian forces, and British alliance 
with Japan. 
With such a force available, the 
army treneral staff. General Scott said, 
considered the United States-practical- 
ly immune from such an attack as mit- 
itary strategists believe might be ex- 
pected from" a victorious set of powers 
in the European war. 
Mr. Fisher declared himself in favor 
of adequate preparedness. 


"I believe," he said, 'there 
IB no 
higher duty than to provide for ade- 
ouftte military 
preparedness. 
But 
there is a radical difference between 
a military policy for defense and ag- 
gressive policy. If we are going to de- 
fend ihc Monroe Doctrine in its broad- 
est sense, we are embarking on a mil- 
itary impossibility." 


Fisher's Defense Plan. 


To provide a first line of defense, 
Mr, Fisher suggested that the pay of 
the army be doubled, that physical 
training which wou!-d fit the men for 
civil 1'f'e be made compulsory and that 
as rapidly as they could be trained, be 
discharged into a citizen reserve, lia- 
ble for.duty in war. 
"The plan proposed here is to adont 
universal training for the sake of its 
civic by-products, for it is argued that 
universal training will give greater civ- 
ic efficiency. Why not turn this right 
proundV If you'll adopt civic discipline 
for the sake of its military by-prod- 
uct, you'll carry the country and you 
can't carry it otherwise."

ITALY W\ll BOOST 


MERCHANT MARINE 


[BT ASSOCIATED I'RESS.] 


Home, Dec. 18—In order to Increase 
its mercantile marine. Ita"y has by 
governmental decree dropped its sub- 
sidy policy and made a bid to ship- 
builders to place their, vessels under 
the Italian flag by ordering the re- 
moval of practically all ship taxes for 
Hve years and exempting such ships 
from military requisition for a similar 
period. 
Already twelve new 
ships 
are building in Italy under the new 
law- and, inasmuch as a vessel pays 
for Itself within three or four trips 
under the existing freight rates, it Is 
anticipated that foreign firms will 
take advantage of these new condl- 


The immediate reason, for the new 
law is that Italy has h*en 
suffering 
severely during the war because of 
high ocean freight rates on grain, 
coal, and every other 
product im- 


P 'However, Italy has been actively in- 
creasing her merchant marine for the 
past dozen. years and she intends to 
continue that policy after the war. Be- 
fore the war she was spending l»,y(>(''- 
000 a year in subsidies, five millions 
of- which went to vessels carrying- the 
mails, one to-cargo boats, and two to 
shipyards. She has lost through sub- 
marines during the war more than 
100 000 tons T6f vessels, which has cut 
down her increased tonnage obtained 
by subsidies. Her total net tonnage 
January 1, 1916, was 1,282,116 as com- 
plred to 1.632,614 tons in 1905. Her 
number of steamers at present 
is 


049, representing a tonnage'of 9d3,l6B.

COMMISSION URGES 


SWEEPING CHANGES 


IN STATE TAX LAWS 


Repeal of Personal Property Tax and 


Revision of Income Tax Rates 


Recommended In Report.

Madison. Wis.. Dec. IS.—Sweeping 
changes in the tax laws of the state 
axe proposed in the report of the state 
tax commission which has just been 
sent to the printer to be ready for dis- 
tribution when the legislature con- 
Venes on January 10th. The changes 
are concurred in by the entire mem- 
bership of the tax commlBsion com- 
posed of Nils P. Haugen, chairman, 
Madison; Thomas E. Lyons, Superior; 
Carroll Atwood. Milwaukee. 
_ 
t 
The chapter of the tax commission. B 
report details the legislative history of 
the state- and the accomplisnmenta un- 
der these statutes. It tells of the ex- 
perience in Wisconsin under the per- 
sonal property tax law. The report 
says that a revenue derived from toe 
assessment of personal property tax- 
able in 1915 computed at the average 
rate was $7,614,026. 
Repeal Personalty Tax. 
-As the aggregate income tax for 
the same year was $o,335,09o, it fol- 
lows that a repeal of the personal 
property tax law would result in a loss 
of over two million dollars revenue 
unless compensated in .some other 
way," says the report. 
'It is believed 
that such compensation can be se- 
cured by a reclassiflcation of personal 
property and certain minor changes m 
the income tax law." 
One of the first changes suggested 
is that all local public utilities such 
as water, light, heat and power com- 
panies should, be triinsi-'erred to the 
real estate class for taxation. .A sec- 
ond suggestion is that banks might be 
taxed under the income tax law, but 
the commission points out that the 
laws for the taxation of national 
banks and state banks are not clear 
and that it may be necessary to con- 
tinue the present method of assessing 
bank stock, but have this work done 
by the state tax commission. A th:rd 
change is suggested in that automo- 
biles and other motor vehicles might 
be changed from the personal proper- 
tv class and taxed on a license basis 
according to weight or horsepower. 
"The aggregate assessment of all 
these classes of property for the year 
1915 was $370.463,233. and the 
tax 
thereon computed at the average local 
rate was ?5,S60,72S," continues the re- 
nort 
"As the income tax levied on 
earnings of the same year amounts to 
«5 333 085. if all these classes of prop- 
erty were exempted as herein recom- 
mended, the maximum loss of revenue 
would lie only $525,643 
Considering 
the state as a whole, therefore, the 
change would not materially interfere 
with the amount of revenue derived. 
Lo°-s and timber and leaf tobacco may 
properly be grouped with merchants 
and manufacturers' Bto'ck as commodi- 
ties kept for sale or manufacture, and 
the revenue derived from steam and 
other vessels is negligible, The ex- 
emption of wagons, carriages 
and 
sleighs would be justifiable in any 
event as companioned property 
to 
farm machinery and tools kept ^o be 
used in trade." 
Discuss Income Tax. 
The report then points out the su- 
periority of income tax for merchants 
and manufacturers. The report says 
that it is ouite possible that the in- 
come tax would ^not yield a return 
equal to that received from merchants 
and manufacturers' stock at the Pres- 
iSt time, but this situation would be 
met in part by a change in the distri- 
bution of the Income tax so as to give 
the state and county a lawr percent- 
age, thus more widely diffusing: its 
benefits 
The 
commie sioD further 
McomSenda that there be no exemp- 
tion as to income from sources not 


per cent of their income in taxes, the 
injustice of the situation Is apparent. 
Tne difference in the situation Is so 
marked as to justify some recognition 
in our law." 
Would Revise Rates. 
The commission, suggests the elim- 
ination of some of the exemptions and 
the revision of income tax rates. The 
report points out that -the average tax 
rate on the general property of lie 
state is 13.17 mills. As the law now 
stands the income tax rate on the first 
thousand dollars of individual income 
is only one per cent and the progres- 
sion is by a quarter of one per cent 
thereafter until $5.000 is reached. 
"No reason is apparent why the 
step should not progress by at least 
one-half per cent per thousand instead 
of one-fourth as the present law pre- 
scribes," declares the commissions 
"should the law be changed the 
commission recommends the repeal of 
the personal propertv offset and points 
out in a lengthy economic discussion 
that the income tax and real estate 
tax are consistent. 
One of the most radical recom- 
mendations of the commission Is the 
substitution of a county for local as- 
sessor, and shows the inequality of 
assessment by local assessors.

REVEREND M'KINNEY 


URGES REALIZATION 


OF OPPORTUNITIES 


Episcopal Rector Urge* People to Real- 


ize" the Value of Things Before 
. 


It Is Too Late. 


Declaring that too seldom do we take 
advantage of our opportunities when 
they are before us, the Reverend John 
McKmney of Christ Episcopal church 
yesterday pointed a moral for us from 
the parable o£ the Wise and the Fool- 
ish Virgins. In this the Foolish Vir- 
gins failed to take advantage of the 
opportunity presented to them, failed 
to prepare for the contingency that 
might arise and were consequently ex- 
cluded when that 
contingency did 
arise. This was Reverend McKinney's 
warning:'not to be unprepared, and 
so have the door closed on us.. 
"We -don't Talue things until they 
have been taken away from us," he 
said; "we do not appreciate the great 
gift of God in our fathers and mothers 
until after they have been removed 
from this earthly scene of activity. 
\Ve cliafe under their restrictions; and 
only when we are grown do we realize 
their value; we see it all when it .is 
too late, when the door is closed. 
" 'Ot> God, turn back the world and 
give me yesterday'; how many of us 
would be glad to go back and have an- 
other opportunity of living our.lives 
over again, of having a chance to ap- 
preciate and take advantage of the op- 
portunities placed in our paths, and 
which ive neglected before? 
"In almost every walk of life contin- 
gencies arise which must be provided 
for, yet how many oJ us fail in this 
work. Take the matter of education; 
with all our compulsory school laws, 
truant officers and special schools, all 
"provided merely because children can- 
not be trusted to take advantage of the 
opportunities' of a school and the doors 
that an education will open, even then 
children shirk their school work; their 
interests are elsewhere. These 
are 
the foolish ones and are the ones upon 
whom the door will 
be closed later 
when they reali2e they have, had too 
Uttle training. 
"Have all the .principles of today 
thoroughly inculcated in yourself and 
the doors will never be closed upon 
you."So it often is with men of vast 
wealth- they do not often realize the 
inestimable value of .their wealth in 
ministering to the poor and needy, but 
rather do they squander much of it en 
worthless and vicious amusement. How 
many of us realize that there is some- 
thing" u?ore to the world than mere dol- 
lars and cents; tliat service .for oth- 
ers is the greatest part of life. If we 
have love and trust in God, He will 
provide for us; surely if we are capa- 
ble of serving we- are capable of lir- 


"And so with friends—too often we 
realize only' after a friend is gone, the 
value of a friendship. We take him 
too ranch, as.a matter of course and ra- 
fuse to believe that his spirit is any 
great aid to us; but take that 
awuy 
and then we know how much that 
friend meant to us. We fail too often 
to take full advantage of the aid of a 
friendship; too often we do not estab- 
lish a sufficient intimacy with a friend 
to permit of a free exchange of ad vies; 
everyone should have an advisor in 
the term of some discreet friend. 
"And again, so it is in the spiritual 
world; the 
opportunity of worship 
seems to come to many but once a 
week. How we'abuse these privileges 
offered us by the church; bow many 
of u» make "use of the church except 
on Sundays; how many of us give re- 
ligion a place in our lives except on. 
Sundays. But suppose a bereavement 
-comes as 
punishment for religious 
neglect, as a reminder of the value of 
the spiritual life, to open our minds to 
greater things, to unselfishness, and a 
realization of the 
great things that 


God has siven us. 
"Doa't let the door close; realize 
your opportunities' before they have 
slipped into the past. Once closed, 
the door cannot be opened. But, rath- 
er l"t us open our door to Him. and 
give Him>a fit place to dwell with as. 
Make ourselTes worthy of Him. 
"Don't try for the great things at the 
outset; do the small things first and 
you will get the habit and then me 
great things will come easy. Let us 
promote a common interest, but let us 
do this by creating the right interests 
in each of us by living truly Christian 
lives."
